THE GOODWOOD CUP. 


There is no more magnificent racing trophy of the season than the 
Cup at princely Goodwood. It is this year manufactured by Messrs. 
London and Ryder, of 17, New Bond-street, from a design selected 
by his Grace the Duke of Beaufort and H., Savile, Esq., the stewards. 
The main object has been to show a meaning and purpose in the 
work. »The spirit of a poem of great interest is here depicted, in- 
stead of recourse to the worn-out principles of race-horses running 
riot over hurdles, and exhaustless horns of plenty giving forth 
abundance beyond the dreams of avarice. The celebrated German 
poem of Burger’s, ‘‘ Leonora,” and translated by Julia M. Cameron, 
is here rendered. The heroine, Leonora, and her spectral lover 
form the groupe crowning the summit of the cup. 


"Tramp, tramp, across the land they ride 
Splash, splash, across the sea.” Z : 


The sculptor and painter’s great difficulty is confessedly the 
poetry of motion. We have here almost visible the spirit of life and 
motion—the demon horse, amidst the airy rabble, which ‘‘dance 
around,” A description of the Manchester cup we gave last week.

THE PAST RACING OF THIS WEEK. 


That oft-quoted personage, “the oldest inhabitant,’ does not re- 
collect a Brighton meeting comparable with the one just over, 
which, in point of attendance, not only surpassed its predecessors, 
bat astonished those who have regularly attended it for many years, 
Independently of those who went purposely to the races, there 
were excursion trains thither, which brought. a large influx of 
visitors, many of whom, doubtless, for the same reason that the 
atars alluded to by Molly Bawn shone so brightly, patronised the 
races 

‘* Because they'd nothing else to do.” 


The energies of the stoutest of men are worn out at many meetings 
but at Brighton there is the refreshing morning bath, and the ex- 
hilarating breeze, to impart health and stamina to the frame, and 
they leave the South Downs renovated and made anew. On 
Monday the atmosphere was cooled by torrents of rain, after which 
it was good bye zephyrs and welcome overcoats ; the change, how- 
ever, bronght vigour with it as the air, though damp and chilly, was 
more bracing. ‘The “stormy billows” disported themselves in a 
manner to put a temporary stop to open sea bathing, but when 
calmed a little, those who ventured into the briny deep no doubt 
found their immersion more exhilarating than would have been a 
more placid water. Some of the races were of a most excit- 
ing character; indeed, with the exception of those won 
by Money Spinner and Armadillo, they were keenly con- 
tested. We were quite up to our Goodwood form of run- 
ning, first and second, for the principal event, with our trio of repre- 
sentatives selected before the acceptances were published, and win- 
ning with the one to which we gave the preference ; and we were 
equally fortunate with the Biennial and Champagne Stakes, thus 
pulling off the treble event! And these were the only races upon 
which we offered an opinion ; therefore all won, and none lost of those 
which formed the subject of our divinations. One or two of our high 
poe contemporaries indulge in a “flourish of trumpets,” if they 

appen to select a winner in a fortnight, an ebullition that may b& 
pardoned when it happens so rarely ; but were it ever to be their for- 
tunate fate (alas ! how hopeless), to have none but winners on any one 
day, they would become delirious with joy and frantic with delicht. 
The success of ou “ Brighton Bodements” we trust is the precursor 
of other triumphs, and of further benefits to our numerous readers, 


he racing requires no furthernotice, being without any incident not |: 


dwelt upon in our ample report, to be found in another column 
Tuesday night the rain poured down in torrents, and a wet Wednes- 
day morning betokened # cheerless Cup Day, but towards noon 
lighter clouds, streaks of blue sky,and gleams of sunshine gave promise 
of a more propitious afternoon. A dip in ‘the sea, the sea, the open 
sea,” with the billows raging and “ Boreas a blustering railer,” was 
out of the question, and the shelter of the baths had to be sought ; 
the proprietors gathering a rich harvest in stormy weather. As the 
time for moving to the course approached, an army of flys gathered, 
then Babel ruled triumphant, the appeals of the drivers for patron- 
age being incessant and confounding, There was a general buckling 
ol of armour as a defence from the aqueous enemy, and mackintoshes 
and reversibles, which had had for sometime a holiday, were in re- 
quisition. The pilgrimage to the course resembled a general exodus 
the attractions of the Cup Day being irresistible, and the weather 
impotent in checking the upward advance to the Downs. The Cup race 
was the magnet of attraction, and it showed its potency in drawing 
together a mass of people such as was never witnessed before at 
Brighton races, The prize of £400 value was a trophy such as has 
never before been offered for competition, surpassing the Ascot 
Goodwood, and Doncaster Cups, and entitling it to rank as the 
Premier Cup of England; and the illustrious competitors were 
worthy of so grand a prize. Notwithstanding the penalty of 10Ib 
incurred by Ely for his Goodwood victory, he was installed the 
favourite, and the result justified the confidence reposed in him, as 
despite the load he carried, he won with great ease, Up to the ‘dis. 
tance, Caller Ou looked all over the winner, but the severe hilly at 
the finish told its tale upon her, and without going so far as to sa 
it prevented her winning, it certainly prevented her making a muc 
closer race of it, as she was running strong until she got into the 
stiff. Ely, by this splendid performance, has stamped himself the 
best horse of his year, and one of the best horses of modern times. 
The other races, although productive of good fields and interesting 
shag furnished no incident calling for any addition to our usual 
repor

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THE RACING OF THE COMING WEEK, WOLVER- 
HAMPTON, HUNTINGDON, RIPON, READING, 
KNUTSFORD, &o. 


_ Half-a-score fixtures for next week will ‘keep the game alive” 
in diverse parts of the country. The majority of these meetings, 
however, are of a mere plating character, and of only local interest. 
The first, perhaps, in importance, albeit not in order of decision, is 
the meeting in the ‘black country,” at Wolverhampton, in the 
success of which Lord Stamford takes deep interest, evidenced by 
his contributing the munificent donation of 200 sovs. to the principal 
race, Its close proximity to the Staffordshire training quarters at 
Slednesford, Stanton, Shiffnall, &c., ensures an adequate supply of 
horses to constitute good fields, and the dense population by which 
if 13 surrounded js a sufficient guarantee for a large attendance of 
bipeds. The programme differs little from those of former years, and 
the entries are numerically about an average of preceding anniver- 
saries, On the first day the Wolverhampton Stakes is the piece de 
resistance, for which 20 of the 84 original subscribers have cried 
“content,” which testifies to the fairness of the handicap. Moulsey, 
8st 12lbs, heads the list, and he must give some evidence of his 
ability to get this distance before we entrust him with our confi- 
dence. Armagnac and Scamander strike us as having too much 
weight. Of the other older horses, Sandal, Moose, and Nemo read 
the most attractive ; and Scheldt and Spring Gun we regard as the 
pick of the 3-year-olds,’and among this lot there is at the weights so 
little to choose, that it is only a head or tail preference to select as 
our representatives

the latter having every chance given him wi i i 

of 5st 12lb, Whether the Gusdnsad game mill be Biewed ope 
with Moose it is impossible to divine, but we believe the horse can 
about win if allowed to try, despite his asserted trial with Hopper, 
who it is understood is ‘‘squashed.” The Patchall States being a 
selling race is one of those events upon which we tread on dangerous 
ground in offering an opinion upon, for reasons which most turfites 
well understand, Thallasius is entered to be sold for £100, but it 
is ridiculous to suppose that Lord Stamford will accept anything like 
that price for his horse without great collateral advantages ; and as 
Paris and Lytham are to be sold for the more acceptable and rational 
price of 500 sovs., we shall leave the issue to that pair. The 7TH 
STAMFORD Biennial STAKEs has an entry of 50 horses, and among 
those which have exhibited their ability in public is Mr. Pitt, who 
has incurred a penalty of 3lbs, notwithstanding which we shall not 
look beyond him, among the performers, for the winner ; and if 
beaten bya dark one, we anticipate the hero of his overthrow 
will be found in Bertie, by Newminster, out of Queen Mary, the 
dam of Broomielaw and Blink Bonny. On the second day the 
Member's Prats, half-mile, first invites discussion. The entry 
comprises several notabilities over this distance, and the result 
appears to lie between Wodlow, selected, probably Gipsy Girl, Cran- 
bury, Cutaway, Belle of the Ball, which latter pair are handicapped 
to an ounce on their relative running with Jig and Thallasius. The 
last-named has incurred a penalty of 7lb, or we should at once pro- 
nounce the race a gift to him, but with this additional impost we 
prefer him to the others, and shall expect the number of Thallasius to 
go up as the winner, We are unable to discuss the HoLyoaKkE 
Stakes, the weights not being published at this writing. The 
CLEVELAND Cur has the features of a handicap in a modified form, 
there being a difference of 17lbs inthe weight carried by the 4-yr- 
olds, and of 12lbs by the 3-yr-olds. 

The entry contains the names of Baragah, Ackworth, Cambuscan, 
Archimedes, and other respectable performers of less note. Lord 
Stamford will probably be represented by Cambuscan, who, on their 
relative running with Ely, ought to succumb to Baragah, as at Ascot 
he was only defeated by a neck by the Goodwood Cup victor, at equal 
weights ; while the same horse easily defeated Cambuscan when in 
receipt of 7lb ; but Ascot running is of so deceptive a character 
that it will not surprise us if this certainty on paper does not furnish 
further proof of the ‘‘ glorious uncertainty of the Turf.” The 6TH 
STaMFORD BIENNIAL STAKEs, with maiden allowances, one mile anda 
half, has an entry of thirty-five animals, the best of which is, beyond 
question, Christmas Carol, who will not be stopped from winning by 
the 7lb allowed to those who have not achieved a victory. 

HuntinGpon is a resuscitated meeting which promises to take its 
place among popular local gatherings. It was inaugurated with a 
spirit that is the sure forerunner of success. The Great Northern 
running direct to the town will ensure it a share of London 
patronage, which, but for the meeting clashing with Wolver- 
hampton, we opine would be considerable. Only two events are 
at this writing closed, and they will form the most prominent 
features of the programme when completed. The Hiyouincproox 
Srakes, for 2-yr-olds, set for the first day, has secured thirty-five 
subscribers, the beat of which are probably La Muta, Emma, and 
Begum ; and we should look no further than to Emma for the 
winner ; but there are at present impediments in the way of her 
starting which compel us to fall back upon La Muta or Beyum, in 
our endeavour to discover which thimble the pea is under. ‘On 
the second day THE HusTINGponsuIne Stakes, for which fifteen 
of the original forty horses remain in, will be decided ; and for this 
race, after what we have lately seen, we shall repose our con 
fidence in 

REDMIRE, 
for the success of our vaticination, to which we think him entitled 
from meeting Suspicion on 8lb better terms than at Goodwood, and 
from the distance being more favourable to the younger horse, and 
he only meets Claremont on 3lb worse terms than at the ducal 
gathering, that he has probably little to fear from him, 

At Rreoy, Yorkshire will have its two days’ racing, and the meet- 
ing is sure todraw together a company ‘‘native to the manner born,” 
The meeting is well conducted, its management being in the hands 
of professional turfites, and not entrusted to amateurs. The entries 
are unusually strong, if they do not comprise a long list of the 
aristocracy of horse flesh, nor can it be expected in the face of the 
near approach of the great gatherings at Stockton and York, Fo 
three of the races already entered for the weights are not yet pub 
lished; we are therefore unable to notice them. On the firs 
day the 2-Year Ovp Srakes looks like a match between Castanet 
and Belmont, one of which ought on public form to win, and as the 
former takes the 3lb beaten allowance, and the latter has incurred a 
3lb penalty, we mus! plump for Castante. Penhill, who has per- 
formed well, is penalised 51, but for which we should have held his 
chance in esteem. The Grear Sp, Witram Hanpicap, one mile 
and three quarters, has 27 subscribers, and were we sure that this 
would be the journey of the good looking Eland—~a horse that will 
some day ‘ astonish the Browns” (but we strongly suspect that he 
is in reserve for higher game, and that he will some day be the hero 
of a grand coup)—we should look no further for the winner. At 
Stamford, Red Karl ran a good race with one of the fastest horses ot 
the day—Warrior, with no very great deal the best of the 
weights, and finished before Tippler, whom he met at a disadvantage 
in the weights—a performance all the more in his favour, from his 
running at welter weights with older horses, and which, we think,

_ NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE, 
An important and especially well contested match came off on the 
own Moor, Newcastle, on Saturday evening last, From the excellent 
name both dogs bear, as well as the plucky character of their owners, 
more than ordinary interest was taken in the event by the public, who 
mustered fully one thousand strong on the above evening, The treat 
was entered into between Mr. Wardlo's ‘ Nancy” and Mr, Bell's “ Lilly 
White,” the former of Gosport, and the latter of Gateshead, to run the 
best of twenty-one courses for £30, Nancy on account of being the 
smallest having 6 yards start allowed, The spot selected on the Heath 
was immediately opposite the Grand Stand, a flat piece of turf in 
every respect suitable for the sport. Wo have said the attendance was 
remarkably Jarge, 80 much so in fact that good order was frequently 
violated and the coursing impeded to some great extent. It is a pity 
that the spectators in almost every case of this desoription display 
very bad courtesy and ignorance. It appears mostly to be the aim of 
those looking on to give as little fair play as possible, and it ia to be 
regretted that they succeed much too often, annot a little common 
sense be used during the continuance of out-door sports, such a resolve 
would be a great improvement. Nancy, on account of having so much 
start, was a great favourite, 6 and 7 to 4 very often being refused, 
Both dogs were tall and finely-shaped, and it was evident that much 
care had been taken to make the brutes fit. Mr. Butcher was judge.

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equal. Tho third rabbit immediately made towards the spectators, 
and although Lilly clicked first the judge ordered a fresh course, 
which was again decided in the big ‘un’s fayour.

but as Lilly was much the quickest in straight chase, it, in both 
instances, came off the victor. Some bad rabbits, which could do little 
better than hop, were s00n caught by Nancy. ‘The contest 
altogethor was a splendid affair, and evenly balanced throughout. 
Lilly’s score during the match stood at 2 to 1, 5 to 8, 8 to 7, and 10 to 
9, There was a disturbance about the eighth rabbit, which did not suit 
the backers of Lilly White, who alleged that one of the poor beast’s 
legs had been purposely broken to suit Nancy. ‘The only agreement 
that could be come to was, that if the rabbit could run a little it was to 
be declared a race. Pussy only made a sorry job of it, but, to the 
astonishment of almost everyone, Lilly caught first. Our correspondent 
examined the rabbit after it had been killed, and we can only say that 
the charge, above said, was too correct. We thought such acts of bar- 
barity had long since disappeared, but we have been in error. Such 
acts of cruelty are too loathsome to dwell on, The duration of the 
match afterwards was short. Lilly killed the tenth and eleventh, and 
so won the match, by only two rabbits, The last course was a close 
affair. Nancy made the first click, but missed; Lilly then at once 
finished the business. The winning dog was much petted and handled 
after the finish of the match. Tho sports terminated at 7.30 o’clock.

A little more sparring Jed to counters being ex:hanged, Buck 
on the left ear and side of head, and Jenkins on the mark and left jaw, the latter 
slipped down by accident, but immediately got up and renewed the encounter, 
when exchanges were delivered, Buck on the body and Jenkins on the head and 
ribs, the former being undermost in the fall, 

Round 2.—-Buck came up with a slight mark on the lip. Counters were de- 
livered in favour of Buck, who had a most decided advantage in length of reach, 
which resulted in both going down side by side, 

Round 3—Jenkins was the tirst to lead off, and got well on the mark, re- 
ceiving on the left ear in return, and after some rattling exchanges Jenkins was 
brought down by a cros -buttock. 

Round 4—Aft.r some little sparring they countered, which was followed by 
some good halj-arm hitting, Buck being rather wild with his deliverios at she 
nob, for which he was warmly peppored on the mark, ribs, and forehead, Luck, 
finding he had the worst of the exchanges, tried to cross-buttock Jenkins, but 
the latter was leary, and brought his antagonist down a burater, 

Round 6—Jenkins led off at the mark, re: eiving on the mouth in return. This 
led to close and fast fighting, when Buck tried to throw Jenkins heavily, but 
his fall was broken through the agility of Phelan, who was requested by 
ue pares to keep his own corner, First blood claimed and allowed for 

enkins. 

Round 6 to 14—-The fighting in these rounds was in favour of Jenkins, who 
invariably got well on with both hands, Buck somewhat wild and injudicious in 
his deliveries, In two or three of these rounds Jenkins got on his knee, but 
Buck had received instructions to be cautious. fhe fight at ‘the end of the 
14th round was very fast, and both were carried into their eorners blowing, 

Round 15—Jenkins came up strong, Whilst the pipes of his opponent were 
decidedly out of tune, Jenkins, who at all times took the initiative, led off at 
the mark, Kuck swinging his right hand at the side of the headin return, and 
rushed to infighting, which was carried on for some time with good spirit~Jen- 
king throwing his opponent heavily, 

Round 16—Both were flashed with the fast fighting in the previous round, 
but showed no visible signs of punishment. Jenking on the mark with the 
left, and swinging a stiff right hander on the ribs at tha same time, Buck re- 
turning on the left ear, which was much swollen; they then rushed to close 
quarters, both flbbing away merrily, ana in the struggle for the fall, Buck was 
undermost, , 

Rounds 18 to 20-—-From the eighteenth round both fought with extreme 
caution, the men almost in gach round standing gazing at each other and 
rubbing their arms and breasts—and then resorting to another bout at sparring, 
to be followed by the same game-—the scene becoming tedious to spectators 
In the twenty-ninth round Buck, for the first time, led olf with the left, but was 
short with both attempts, On getting together again Jenkins got on the mark 
three times, and avoided the return. Buck tried the rush, but Jenkins wag 
away, and another gazing scene occurred, when a ery arose that the police were 


coming, and sure enough they were—for, in a tow minutes, five or six of the 


Cheshire constabulary hove in sight, and a hasty retreat was made to the

‘Che same was re- 
peated until they got into head-quarters, when Jenkins slipped down, Buck 
falling on him, ‘he remaining two rounds were much of jhe same description, 
both sparring vey cautiously, and being somewhat loth in making the fighting. 
Before they had time to put up their hands for the fourth round, the police 
wore again in view, and another move was imperative; and the referee, seeing 
there was no probability of bringing the fight off in thay neighbourhood, ordered 
the men or their representatives to mect at Evans's, at eight o'clock, to receive 
instructions for tha Wednesday morning, At the meeting, which was a stormy 
one, the Wolf” ordered them to meet at Lime-street station, at 6,45, and pro- 
ceed to Astley, This order was carried to Jenkins, when he and a few friends 
met at the appointed time and place; but judge their dismay at nob finding 
either the reteres, ropes, and atakes, or any of the followers of Buck at tha ren- 
dezvous, though they waited until #,80 a.m, in apitiless rain. Morris Phelan's 
neat step was to send his protege home, and then seek the ‘‘ lodgings’ of tha 
retoreo—who, when called up, proceeded to the Buli’s Head, for brevsfast, &e., 
after which he altered his fiat, saying that they must moet at Fiddlei’s Ferry, 
Phelan pointed out to the referee the necessity of giving an order and adhering 
to it, but that fanctionary said that he altered his mind in the course of the 
night, and that they muat obey hia mandate, Phelan now found it impossible 
to bring his man back in time for the 8,46 train for the Ferry, and was told 
to bring him by the next train, which left the station af 10 o'clock, These 
instructions were carried out to the letter, and at 11,45 they reached Fidler’s 
Ferry, but only to be again disappointed, as they thero ascortained that the 
ring had been pitched, the usual formalities gone through, and the stakes 
awarded to Buck, Of course the other parties claim stakes likewise, and the 
stakeholder is left to decide, '

Sir,—T am not going to commence this letter, for which 1 beg insertion in 
your columns, by paying you the time-honoured, but hackneyed compliment of 
stating the admiration I have for the spirited aud consistent manner in which 
you stund forth as the advocate of our national sports and pastimes. It is suffi- 
cient that [am a@ sportsman, and an ardent one too, and it ig from the fact that 
Y baye at all times found you to be desirous of maintaining the simple, but still 
golden rule of “fair play” and no ‘favour’ that [take my pen in hand to 
address you, On the prc sent occasion, relative to’ the late match between 
Llewellyn and Williams. These men Were matched some time back to contend 
for £30 a side, in the Welch district. In pursuance of articles, the meeting took 
place, when, after the belligerents had conjended for some time, the consta- 
bulary—as is now, Lam sorry to Say, toomuach the fashion of the times—made 
their unwelcome appearance aad pul a stop to further hostilities, so that ihe con- 
test could not be brought to any definite solution, The rules of the P, B.A, ex- 
pressly stipulate that in the eyent of any interference, such as that to which 
reference has just been made, the referee shall name the next time and 
place of meeting, the same to be, ifpossible, on the same day, if not then, cer- 
tainly within the week, Without going into the question as to whether this 


functionary did or did not do his duty, wecome to thesimple, but, ut the same time - 


incontrovertible fact, that the combatants did not meet again within the week, 
or at any other time. Now, by the columns of your contemporary (Hell's 
Life in London) this is represeuted to be entirely owing to Williams, who, 
according to the authority of the above paper, had no wish toagain come to the 
stu born argument of blows, Evenif Williams had no wish to renew the fight, 
yet, had the referee done his duty, there was no other alternative left him than 
to do so, or forfeit. Hor had the time and place for the secund meeting been 
fixed by that functionary, in the proper discharge of his office, William-, had he 
not been in attendance, would have had the stakes awarded, and properly so too, 
against him, as then, there cau be no doubt, Llewellyn would have become fully 
entitled to them, Forsome weeks the matier in dispute seems to have been per- 
initted to remain in abeyance, thus leading to the supposition that thea men and 
their friends were left to settle the affair ay best they could, At length, however, 
the Editor of Beél's Life, by some suddenand extraordinary freak of fancy, aroused 
himself lo re-esamine the question as to the litigancy of these men; strangely 
enough, he determined the mon should fightagain, ‘Chis extraordinary resolu- 
tion must have been productive of much excitement to the whole staff, for such 
things are now quite out of the ordinary routine of business. Acco,ding to the 
decision of the stakeholder, the mea were ordered to meet for a second time on 
Tuesday week, in the Home Circuit. Llewellyn, in company with his trainer, 
Patsey {eardon, arrived in tae Metropolis on Sunday evening, and took up his 
quarters at Bos Tyler's, tue Tronfouuders’ Arms, Osborn-syreet, Whitechapel, 
Williams had intimated to the stikeholder, of which due mention was mate in 
the ring columns of #ell’s Life last week, that he did not intend to put in an ap- 
pearance ; ther fore tvere Was nothing more difficult and arduous tor Llewellyn 
to do than to attend the spot selected for the purpose and claim the stakes, Which 
as a matier of course he did.

With azure and sunny skies above, and the earth teeming with 
umbrageous foliage, and studded with patches of golden corn, or droop- 
ing taeselated oats, and at a time when oricket, archery, and other 
delightful out-door sports are in fall swing, the fisherman’s occupation 
is almost gone; the extreme brightness of the water, together with 
its shallowness, rendering ‘it a most dificult matter to seduce from 
their watery home the shy and glittering denizena of the stream or 
river. Roach, however, may be taken early in the morning with very 
fine tackle and a twenty-foot rod, which will enable you to keep out of 
sight. of the sensitive fish you are trying for; and the subject of my 
article can also be secured with the fly, or a small red worm, by 
following the same cautious tactics, But, asa rule, fishing for a time 
is a, dead letter, and it is useless almost to go to tho expense of a 
ES &o., without a hope of success rendering an equivalent for the 
outlay. 

A ie weeks ugo a friend of mine, who is a most experienced and 
clever fisherman, visited Staines—which I may add for the informa- 
tion of such of my readers who are ignorant of the fact, is » market- 
town ia. Middlesex, about seventeen miles from London, and a favour- 
ite Btation on the ‘Thames for barbel, roach, chub, and gudgeon—and 
succeeded in taking a very fair show of roach, notwithstanding the 
water was very low and covered with scum, Astonished to find 
that the fish suddenly. discontinued taking the bait, he came to the 
conclusion that their mortal enemy the pike was frightening them 
from their propriety, and from the swim also, and his surmise was 
soon confirmed by one of that voracious species disposing of a roach, 
which he was on the point of landing. He paid out rapidly of course, 
thinking it possible to effect the double capture, but the fragile 
tackle, unable to bear the strain, either pared at the gut, or the enem 
bit it through, and for # time escaped scatholess. Knowing that all 
endeavours to take roach would be useless with these demons of the 
river in the possession of the swim, my friend rigged his jack tackle, 
which I shall duly describe when [ treat df that fish—and with a 
lively roach as live bait, proceeded to try for the disturbera of his 
sport, and in a few minutes, havingarun, he succeeded in capturing 
the identical fish that had despoiléd him previously, and also recoy- 
ered his hook; a fact, to say tho least of it, sonewhat remarkable, and 
of unfrequent occurrence, 

[ hear from a gentieman who is not only fond of fishing, but is also 
most dexterous in all that appertains to the gentle art, that tolerable 
sport may be obtained in tho river Ivell, at Shefford, Bedfordshire, 
which empties itself into the Ouse; roach and dace are to be met 
with in abundance and rlso jack, although the latter run some- 
What small, the water being shallow, affording the utmost 
facility for them to be snared, and there are alwayaa multitude of un- 
principled sneaks who take advantage of any circumstance to carry 
out their nefarious designs. My friend had a run from a very good 
fish in this locality a few days ago, and 
lost him from the singular incident of | 
the double hook breaking off at the bend, | 
a fortuitous event which certainly would | 
scarcely occur twice ina man's lifetime. | 
Apropos to jack, I must express a moat 
dectued opinion that the crusade against 
them should not commence until the day 
which brings the partridge within reach 
of the sportsman's double barrel—the 
first of September—and am perfectly con- 
vinced that owners of preserved waters 
would consult their interest more by 
giving them immunity until that month, 
as jacks are longer in recovering from 
the olfects of spawning than any other 
species, and, during the hot weather, 
invariably betray a lassitude and feeble- 
noss, Which disappear when the winter 
months sharpen their appetite and rouse 
them from the lethargy in which they 
have indulged during the sammor, The 
verlest tyru knows the difference in the 
sport which the fish exhibils at the res- 
pective seasons in question, and again I 
reiterate that from the end of February 
to Heptember, the leviathan of the pool 
and rivershould enjoy peace and quietude, 
unassailed by the barb of tho sporte- 
man, or wninterfered with by the wire 
or net of thiel, poachor, or gamekeeper.

Spry SaumMon Fiswinc.—The Spey has been in fine size for rod- 
fishing for the last two weeks, and the sport has been very fair.

A good few 
have been got this week out of the same water. It is no strange thing

Tamina Fisu.—A little girl residing near a pond in Massachusetts 
has succeeded in taming some of the fish by throwing crumbs of bread, 
crackers, &c,, into the water. The species called perch seem to be the 
most tractable and docile. One of them often takes the end of her finger 
in his mouth, while another will glide gently into her hand and turn ou 
one side, and 60 remain, appareutly reposing, till raised quite to the 
surface, The little girl walks out on a plank sustained a few inches 
above the water, and before she reaches the end of the plank the fish 
may be seen darting rapidly towards their feeding ground. Tho larger 
ones, especially, are disposed to drive off the smaller ones, but she keeps 
order among them by means of a atick with a sewing-needle attached 
to the end ot it, and when one picks a quarrel he gets a stab, and is off 
at oncv.— Boston (U.S.) Paper. 


THE FORTHCOMING GROUSE SEASON, 

Tum Moors and Forests or Prrriusnuims,—Not for many years 
have sporting prospetts in moor and in forest been so auspicious as 
they are at this season—the result of a 
eplendid hatching period, followed by a 
period of unusually warm weather, A 
better crop of grouse has not been seen 
for many a day, ‘The birds too are,well 
grown and will beso wild by the 12th, 
that even superior shots will be some- 
what tested. We learn that large packs 
of birds have already risen upon the 
hills. Tho extent of moors this year 
in the market is something unprece- 
dented. In Glenbruar, near Athole 
Forest, there are 11,000 acres to be Jet; 
a considerable extentof grouse shooting 
in Glenquoich ; 12,000 acres in Rannoch; 
10,000 acres in Glenlyon; somewhere 
between 60,000 and 70,000 belonging to 
the Perth estaté; and about 12,000 near 
Kenmore, on the estate of Breadalbane, 
Better preserved and yielding grounds 
than some of these moors are not in the 
coubtry, and the present appearance of 
all descriptions of game is everything 
that conla be desired by the most san- 
e==|/ guine sportsman. Stalking is not less 
promising than grouse shooting, Fawn- 
ing is well advanced, pasture abundant, 
and the weather good. Stalkers with rea- 
son, therefore, anticipate a treat in the 
forests,— Perthshire Journal.

SKIFF RACE ON THE TYNE FOR £20, 

Another small event came off on Monday morning last on the Tyne, 
between George Armetrong and Jobn Sothern, both of Howdon, near 
Shields, a distance of one mile, in skiffs, for £10 a side, the only important 
particular in the agreement being that Sothern hed to be allowed two 
clear lengths at the finish. Qnoe upon atime Howdon was a céle- 
brated place for aquatics and all sorta of kindred sport#; during tho 
past few years, however, there has been a mighty falling off, and now 
this and other little but thriving places are very little heard of in con- 
nection with boat-racing. The pregent match waa ratified a short 
time’back, and we believe we are quite correct in supposing that a 
great amount of talk must have preceded the making of the contest, 
because it appeared most unmistakeably a party affair, and that Sothern 
seemed to have the greater share of sympathy, Be that as it may, the 
backers of both men were desirous of not overlooking a chance, there- 
fore Sothern was placed under Robert Cooper, at Dunston, and Arm- 
strong under Harry Clasper, The latter at least mado the Olasper 
Hote} his quarters, and we fear the fact of Harry having to attend the 
metropolis with Bob Chambers lost Armstrong « good adviser. ‘The 
match was not very generally known to the Newcastle public, so, 
barring a few casual observers, the attendance was principally conflued 
to a goodly force of chaps from Howden, who were most strange! 
excited durmg the race. Ono steamer attended. We are in the dark 
as to the hour mentioned for the men to be jin their boats, which 
matters little, as they both put off from the. Mansion House Quay at 
9.15 o'clock, and, without the usual canter, they prepared for the race 
forthwith. Betting, 6 and 7 tod on Sothern. ‘here were only two or 
threo false starts, when Sothern, who had the north side, went off. 
Armstrong followed with almost half a length the worst of it, 
which constituted blunder number one; it mattered little, however, 
as at the third stoke Sothern caught a damaging orab, which put them 
level, Armstrong afterwards handled his scalls well, 60 much so in fact, 
that he left Sothern at every stroke, and was almost clear at Davidson's 
Mill. It may be as well to observe that Armstrovug pulled 4 most 
clumsy oar; he got much too far back, and several times during the 
race he parrowly escaped a ducking. Sothern’s style was superior in 
every respect, and as he pulled with calculation, Armstrong's blunders 
did him essential servico.. About the Bottle House Quay Armsirong 
caught a crab; Sothern then made up, and at the Skinner Burn hulf a 
length divided them: 2to lou Sothern, Opposite the Timber yard 
Armstrong once more got into difloultics, which brought them level, 
anda capital race took place for the following 200 yards. Atthe Lead 
Works Sothern had atrills advantage ; Armstrong Immedittily after- 
wards got his oars lookedyand he stopped, and the race from this point 
ended. Sothern kept about a couple of lengths in front, uotil near. the 
finish, whenhe spurted, and passed the mile about 30 yards first. Arm- 
strong ia much the strooger built lad, aud, although he enffored defeat, 
it was eset he could have gone ia first had he exercised sufficient 
cara ‘Time 8 min 12} seo, which was indifferent, considering tho ealm 
state of the water.

Committee of the King’s Lynn Royal Regatta agreeing to add to such 
stakes the sum of £100, providing the three start, and the sum of £50 
only should only two of the men come to the post. Ifthe three com- 
pete, the winner to receive £200, and the second £50; but if only two 
come to tho post, the firat prize of £200 to be given. ‘u"he race to be 
started half an hour after high water, and be sculled down the river. 
The sum of £25 asido is deposited this day, June the 12th, 1865, with 
James Drake Digby, 9, Buckingham-terrace, King’s Lynn, and the 
remainder to be posted with the aforesaid James Drake Digby, 9, Buck- 
ingham-terrace, King’s Lynn, on or before the first of August, 1865. 
The Mayor of King’s Lynn, W. Monement, Psq., to be final stakeholder. 
The referee to be appointed the day prior to the race, and his degision 
in all cases to be final, The race to be rowed according to the rules 
of boat racing. Either party failing to comply with the abovo to forfeit 
all moneys down, ‘The men to start from three boats moored 25 yards 
apart. As witness our hands, this twelfth day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-five.
